Mr Jenkins suggests

A “standstill " on real wages 
could be part of a Social Denl- 
ocrat government's policy to get

(Families spending less 
on food, survey finds

lished today suggests that the 
recession is forcing families to 
cut their spending or: food. The 
Jarest National Food Survey 
shows that households ate less 
beef, butter and bacon last year 


tha in 1979, and boughr more 
cheese, margarine and break- 
fast cereals. 


Consumption of beef through- 
out 1980 was the lowest since 
1976. By the end of last year 
demand for margarine exceeded 
that for butter for the first 
time for almost 25. years. 

While the cost of food rose 
by 9} per cent in the 12 montbs 
to the end of 1980, the amount 
spent on it by British families 
increased by only 8 per cent. :

weekly spending a head or food 
fell last year from £7.36 late in

Dr Parkes spoke at that time 
uf the necessity for more shared ° 
teaching ‘between. instirutions 
and for the concentration of 
research facilities.

The committee ,jarends to 
spread the cuts “very TDOn- 
uniformly ", Dr Parkes said 
earlier this month.

Universities avé been grow- 
ıng throughout this century, and 
over the past 20 years expansion’ 


has been particularly ‘rapid. 
Student numbers in: universities - 
more than doubled in the, 


decade following the. Robbins 
report in 1963, and the propor- 
rior of 18-yvear-olds going into 
higher education (universities, 
polytechnics and other main- 
tained colleges) jumped from 
seven per cent to ]4 per cent. 
That compared with the 2 to 
3 per cent who weht to 
unitersity 230 years ago,’ 

The Conservative government's 
White Paper Framework for 
expansion in 1972 called for 
further expansioa with a target 
of 22 per cent of the age group 
in higher education by 1981. In 
fact, “the proportion this year. 
is little more than half thar, 12 
per cent—significantly lower 
than the proportion in most 
other developed countries, 
although that is the result of 
Briuish 18-year-olds’ .decisions 
not to continue in. further 
education, rather than Govern- 
ment policy. 

By, 1974, the recéssion had 
set in, and the universities 
found themselves suhjected to 
the uncertainties of funding on 
an annual basis insıtad of for 
the five-year periods they were 
used to. In the. years that Eol- 
lowed, student nuntbers were 


allowed to rise more rapidly , 


than staff: with the result that 
staff-srudent ratios (exciüding 
medicine) Fell from about 1:5 
to 1:10, or about rhe same ratio 
as in school ‘sixth forms, and the 
cast per student fell by more 
than a tenth.

In 1978, tke Labour govern- 
ment attempted to grapple wirh 
some form of policy for higher 
education in its discussion 
document Higher Educatinn into 
the 1990s.

weakest link. Farmers have

Their public image is poor.

Food .processsors are in 
tune with the times, making 
products thar scure oni con- 
venience and cost before 
anything else. Thé principal 
success of the food industry 
in recent years has been to 
enable its customers to save 
ime and money for use 
elsewhere. There are now as 
many varieties of expensive 
music centres in the shaps as 
there are of cheap baked 
beans. 

Peaple travel! more than ia 
the past. They spend longer ar 
evening classes and on their 
own home and vehicle main- 
tenance. Freedom for women 
has meant frecdom from 
domestic chores. he custom 
of the morning spent over a 
hot stove is dying out. 

People want food which is 
quickly bought, prepared, 
saken and forgotten. Schoal- 
children returning home may 
unce have been greeted with a 
kipper and a plateful of roast. 
Today they are more Jikely to 
arrive home to find a pot 
noodle and a packet of crisps. 

The food industry has 
adapted itself tn the times so 
adeptly that it has occasion- 
ally almost cut its own throat. 
Competition has been fierce 
as companies have undercut 
each other ruthlessly and 
mergers have been frequent.

Lyons and Crosse & Blackwell 
are parts of larger empires, 
Cadbury Schweppes, which 
was once associated in the 
public mind with . chûcolate 
and cocoa, row has suhstan- 
rial interests it marmalade, 
jelly and mash as well.

Ir is probably fair to say 
that wc are given tht food hal 
we deserve. Shoppers have 
been ınid for years that the 
most important thing ahoutr 
food is its price. Companics 
which produce cheep food 
have spent fortunes on 
finding ways of making it 
cheaper. Thus the price of a 
long-playing record will buy 
almost three gallons of soup 
or a buckerful of jam, 

Processors are often ac- 
çused of squeezing traditional 
foods and methods out of 
existence in their determi- 
nation to increase sales. But 
they are not in the business of 
destroying good food. They 
do not produce ham with the 
consistency of wert cloth 
because they are prejudiced 
against traditional cooked 
ham. Some companies pro- 
duce the latter as well as the 
former at almost twice the 
price. 

They do not manufacture 
mixtures of palm oil, milk 
solids and sugar because they 
object to the use of dairy 
cream. They do not devise 
artificially-flavoured fizzy 
drinks in the hope that 
shoppers will forget the taste 
of fruit. 

Food processors produce 
cheap and lurid products in 
response to public demand.

COMING UP AGAINST REALITY 


He chose Mr Haig as a srr 
and well-known figure to hedl 
Ir, and gave the NSC to Mir 
Richard Allen, a man of politic. 
ally much lower rank who was 
#APParently ready to play a less 
conspicuous role than his pre- 
decessor. Mr Haig grasped the 
npporiunity with both hands 
dand seemed set tn become, as he 
himself described it, the’ Presi. 
dent s "" vicar ” in foreign policy. 

He is now finding tbat things 
a'e nOt so «imple, and has come 
near tO recigning Over the ap 
Polntment u, Ir Bush, the Vice’ 
President, as hul of the NSCs 
crisis:management operation. 
Not that Mr Haig would neces. 
sarily have expected the job him- 
self bur the way in which ir was 
announced. and the lack.of con- 
sırltatian. made it clear that 
opposition to Mr Haig is increas- 
ing. În the eyes of rhe White 
House he has over-reached him- 
sel and is now being taught a 
lesson. 
„, Although the opposition this 
time comes nor from the NSC 
but from the President's own 
entourage, headed by Mr Ed 
Meese, ir obviously raises fears 
rhat relations hetween the State 
Departmenr and the White 
House are going to he as messy 
under Mr Reagan ax under his 
predecessor. especially as there 
has already been a confusion of 
signals emanating from different 
parts of the Administration. 

He came to office with a very 
simple view of the world as being 
largely explicable in terms of 
rivalry ‘between the United 
Stares and the Soviet Union. Me 
also believed, on the basis of 
opinion polls, that the public had 
recovered from defear in Viet- 
nani, was “" rired of being pushed 
around” and was ready for more 
assertive policies, His main 
priority in ‘foreign policy was 
therefore to build up the military 
strength of the country and show 
that he was ready to use it.

There is, however, one troubling 
aspect of the saga which should 
be considered seriously. The cir 
cumstances leading up to his 
present predicament are not en- 
tirely clear, and it is possible 


that a caper whickr started off as 


a publicity srunt turned to Mr 
Biggs’s disadvantage when his 
captors decided to take him to 
Barbados. On the assumption, 
however, that the abduction was 
genuine, with no element of col- 
lusion by Mr Biggs, bis: presence 
in Barbados was the resvlt of an 
illegal act nf international ban- 
ditry. Should we, for that reason, 
decline to ask for his extradi- 
tion ? 

If that is to be ‘answered 
affirmatively; if should not be 
because of some misplaced sense 
of sportsmanship or fair play. It 
is no principle of international 
law, or of the relations between 
strates, ‘that we should decline to 
take advantage of Mr Biggs’s 
fortuitous presence in a country 
from which be can be extradited. 
Would we, however, be condon- 
ing and encouraging the kind of 
criminal act that brought Mr 
Biggs to Barbados ? The abduc- 
tion of Mr Biggs itself may not 


Strect (as they do during election 
campaigns). Not only the Lebby but 
ather specialist reporters were to 
have been present.

The first generation of Lobbymen 
reckoned themselves chosen people, 
and were as keen to guard their 
rules as MPs were to enforce thet. 
By their biddabilimy aş well as their 
reporting skills, they became the 
gueceprable face of Fleer Street at 
Wesrminster. Toduy the Lobby is 
not platoon but company strength, 
and Lobby meetings arê  HtasS 
with all provincial ,„ and 
evening papers, as well as television, 
radin id weskly journals, abumd.

British employers” arttirudes 
have changed little where 
women are concerned. They 
employ large numbers af them, 
but mainly in low status, low 
paid jobs—as secretaries, 
clerks, cleaners or factnry 
assembly hands. 

Despite the passing of two 
Acts designed to change this, 
and even though increasing 
numbers of women go out to 
work, things are nor getting 
much berter. In some ways. thêy 
are becoming worse. 

The gap between women and 
men’s pay has widened and the 
Equal Pay Act cannot be in- 
voked unless a woman can find 


whom to compare herself. This 
is impossible for large numbers 
of women in exclusively female 
jobs. 

The top people ir most 
spheres are still mainly men. 
In science, engineering and 
technology women are in only 
7.8 per cent of managerial and 
6.8 per cent of professional jobs.

Contingent upon 
the beet crop, currency movements, and 
the EEC’s annual farm review, which sets 
agricultural prices, £50m in 1981-82 is poss- 
ible. 

On the current share price of 290p, BSC 
would yield 10 per cent this year, depending 
an assumptions about dividends, with earn- 
inas per share of around 34p. Asset values 
are d bit above £4 a share, but since sugar 
refineries can be used for little else, assets 
are valuable to Berisford only in so far as 
they make its balance sheet of around £90m 
appear more solid. The main attraction of 
BSC must be its earnings. 

Of the £180m possible cost, some £47m 
will have to be paid to the Government in 
cash for its 24 per cent stake since it is 
unlikely the Ministry of Agriculture will 
want Berisford shares, and in any case the 
Government is committed to .selling the 
stake. So allowing for part of the settlement 
being made in shares, Berisford may hate 
to find about £100m in cash at an annual 
interest cost of around £15m. 

But one of BSC's attractions is that it 
will hardly» pau tax for the next couple of 
wears if not longer because of a heavy capi- 
tal spending programme.
